Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1-7, 9-21, 23, 24, 26 and 27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for reporting a network status information to a data 
source. The prior arts in the record fail to teach or make obvious to a method comprising 
only the data sink reports to the data source and none of the intermediate network node 
report to the data source and at least two different networks at least one of which is not 
configured to perform available bit rate control technique within a structure of the claim. 
These features are claimed in the independent claims 1 and 2 1 and render them 
allowable. The prior arts in the record fail to teach or make obvious to a network 
comprising only the data sink reports to the data source and none of the intermediate 
network node report to the data source and at least two different networks comprising a 
packet network and a frame relay network within a structure of the claim. These features 
are claimed in the independent claims 2 and 26 and render them allowable. The prior arts 
in the record fail to teach or make obvious to a system comprising the first network 
comprising a digital subscriber line and the second network comprising a frame relay 
network and the network status is determined based on a quality of signal of the first 
network only within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the 
independent claim 10 and render it allowable. The prior arts in the record fail to teach or 
make obvious to a method comprising only the data sink reports to the data source and

none of the intermediate network node report to the data source and the second 
communication network is a frame relay network within a structure of the claim. These 
features are claimed in the independent claim 15 and render it allowable.
